EAN B A PT IST E LULLY, born 
N o v. 29, 1632, the fo under of 
French Grand Opera, w as an 
Italian by birth, his nam e o rig inally 
being Gio vanni B atista Lulli. 
A l­ 
tho ug h o f noble birth, his parents 
w ere poor and when the Chevalier do 
Guise o ffered to take the boy to 
F rance to piay fo r Mile, do Mont* 
pensier, his parents made no o bjec­ 
tio n. 


A rriving in F rance the boy w as at- 
tached to tho retinue o f the Mont- 
pensier, but later tiring o f either 
aim , or 
his m usic, she releg ated 
mm to the scullery. 
There the boy 
would am use the servan ts by playing 
on the vio lin or g uitar fo r them . 
Once, while playing the vio lin, he 
w as overheard by the Count de No- 
g ent, who im m ediately took the boy
